2 Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A multi-layer coating on a steel plate comprising (example 1): 

- a cured EDC primer, 

- a polyester resin melamine resin intermediate coat 

- a metallic paint (thermosetting acrylic resin) 

- a clear coat (thermosetting acrylic resin) 
The intermediate coat contains thin flat talc powder. 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 differs in that: 
the two base coats are not of the same type and the first one cannot be considered 
as a modified version of the unmodified base coat used in the second base coat. 
Furthermore the base coats are not water based. The talc powder which could fall in 
the correct size range is not a metal pigment and is present in amounts above 5% of 
the resin amount. 

2.1 The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT) 
The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as: 
to limit the UV penetration to the EDC primer. 

2.2 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the followinq 
reasons: 

this problem is not solved by the multi-layer of D1 . 

2.3 Claims 2-9 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

3. The subject-matter of claims 1 -9 is industrially applicable and therefore meets the
